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MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS.  JULY  1964 


Amendments : 

Cen^t£a^  Ari^zona  (July  1).  Class  I  differential  changed  from  $2.30  to  $2.10  March  through  June  and 
$2.40  July  through  February.  Such  differential  is  increased  10  cents  for  July  through 
December  1964  only.  The  Class  II  price  changed  to  the  Class  III  price  plus  25  cents.  Action 
permits  a  cooperative  to  be  a  handler  on  milk  transferred  in  its  trucks  between  pool  plants. 

Fluid  milk  products  definition  changed.  Other  conforming  changes. 

Colorado  Springs -Pueblo  (July  1).  The  Class  II  price  equal  to  basic  formula  price  plus  15  cents; 

Class  III  price  equal  to  basic  formula  price.  Change  in  Class  II  classification  and  a  new 
Class  III  added.  Location  differential  on  producer  milk  in  Otero  County,  Colorado,  increased 
10  cents.  Revision  of  producer-handler  definition  and  special  handler  provisions.  Other 
conforming  changes. 

Eastern  Colorado  (July  1).  The  Class  II  price  equal  to  basic  formula  price  plus  15  cents;  Class  III 
price  equal  to  basic  formula  price.  Change  in  Class  II  classification  and  a  new  Class  III  added. 
Member  milk  diverted  by  a  cooperative  limited  to  30  percent  March  thro;igh  July  and  December,  and 
20  percent  all  other  months.  Change  in  pool  plant  requirements.  Revisions  in  transfer,  shrinkage 
and  special  handler  provisions.  Other  conforming  changes. 

Pug^e^  Squn^  (July  1).  Action  reduces  from  25  cents  to  20  cents  the  location  differential  applicable 
in  District  No.  2  and  Kittitas  County. 

Suspensions ; 

Gr£a^  (J’jly  25).  Action  suspends  the  percentage  requirements  of  receipts  which  must  be  disposed 

of  as  fluid  milk  products  for  pool  plant  qualification  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  1964. 

Inland  Empire  (July  14).  Suspension  will  allow  diversion  of  producer  milk  during  July  and  August. 

Minneapolls-St .  Paul  (July  17).  Action  provides  for  a  uniform  Class  I  butterfat  differential 
throughout  the  current  year. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 

July  1964 

Class  I  Sales.  Total  Class  I  sales  (Gross  Class  I),  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas,  by  handlers 
regulated  under  75  Federal  milk  orders  were  2.4  billion  pounds  in  July,  2.1  percent  above  such  sales  a 
year  ago.  Gross  Class  I  sales  increased  in  52  markets  and  decreased  in  23  markets.  (See  table  4). 

Producer  Deliveries.  Deliveries  by  152,338  producers  to  handlers  in  the  75  markets  totaled  4.0  billion 
pounds,  an  increase  of  1.3  percent  over  July  of  last  year.  Number  of  producers,  average  daily  deliveries 
per  producer,  and  the  average  butter fat  percentage  of  milk  deliveries,  by  markets,  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  totaled  2.4 
billion  pounds,  an  increase  of  1.9  percent  over  Class  I  use  in  July  1963.  The  average  utilization 
percentage  for  the  75  markets  was  60  percent.  Utilization  percentages  were  up  in  35  markets,  unchanged 
in  seven  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  33  markets. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  75  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $4.72  per  hundredweight,  two  cents  higher  than  the  $4.70  per  hundredweight  price  in  July  1963. 
Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  July  were  higher  in  61  markets,  unchanged  in  six  markets,  and  lower  in  the 
remaining  eight  markets. 

The  weighted  average  minimum  blend  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  75  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  was 
$4.08  per  hundredweight,  four  cents  higher  than  the  July  1963  blend  price  of  $4.04.  Minimum  blend  prices 
to  producers  were  higher  in  49  markets,  unchanged  in  two  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  24  markets. 
Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butter fat  differentials,  by  markets,  are  reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  milk  sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  of  whole  milk  in  July  for  76  marketing  areas  are  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  about  1.7  billion  pounds,  0.6  percent  above  such  sales  in  July  of  last  year.  Complete  June 
in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk, 
skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6.

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January-July  period  for  the  75  markets  was 
$4.72,  eight  cents  higher  than  the  $4.64  price  in  1963.  The  1964  weighted  average  blend  price  was  $4.04, 
seven  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $3.97  reported  for  this  period  in  1963  (See  table  2). 

Producer  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5,  In  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the  same 
period  in  1963,  producer  receipts  for  the  75  markets  were  up  2.1  percent,  and  receipts  used  in  Class  I 
were  up  2.6  percent.  Data  for  the  75  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below:
